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Seneca Lake State Park Sprayground Rules

Children under 10 years of age shall at all times be under the supervision and
control of a parent, guardian, or responsible custodian of at least 16 years of age.
No running, climbing, or horseplay allowed.

No food or drink allowed within the enclosure.

Individuals with diarrhea shall not use the spray pad.

Children who are not toilet trained must wear a swim diaper covered by rubber
pants (available at the Park Office).

Animals/pets are not allowed on or near the spray pad. Service animals may be
allowed inside the enclosure but are not allowed on the spray pad.

Open toed or open heeled shoes are prohibited on the spray pad. This includes
all shoes having only a strap for the heel.

Street shoes are prohibited on the spray pad.

No glass containers, or sharp objects allowed within the enclosure.
